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American. I feel that he did not treat the 
entire department that was white the same when 
they had a situation. Even though they were 
guilty of it and had committed it, that he 
didn't treat them the same. 

I'm from the south and I know what 
racism is. I have encountered it in the south. 
And Lieutenant Atcheson made it perfectly clear 
that he wanted me out. He didn't say because I 
was a problem or I did not -- I did not, I would 
say, get along with -- I had a problem with 
doing my work. 

It was based upon me personally, my 
color. Because if I have a problem with my 
work, you can give me help. If I have problems 
with my coworker, you would have meetings and 
you would have counseling. 

He never did that. He never offered 
me not one single -- he never comforted me. In 
my situation in North Carolina he was never 
biased about the investigation. He let them do 
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the investigation on themselves. 



Q. Unbiased about the investigation? 



A. Yes. And he let them do the 



investigation on themselves and then send that, 
submit that to them. He never went down there. 
He never saw anything. He never believed from 
the beginning that I was innocent. 

And he always said it and he made it

police. He was going to get him fired, and that 
he was a criminal who had been locked up in 
North Carolina, unquote. 
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Other than the terms mother fucker. 



scum bag, and criminal, what other terms or 
words did Lieutenant Atcheson say to you?

Or about me? 



Q, Well, say directly to you that were of 
a derogatory nature. 

A. I have to say he would not say it like 
directly in front of me. But he would talk like 
out about that if he don't do this, this MF do 
this or he'll say, you know, and he used to 
always call us dumb and lazy.

Q. Did you ever have any loss of 



appetite? 



A. Loss of appetite. I used to be 
smaller than this. Stress. I used to cry a 



lot.

Q. Other than going to the EAP, have you 
seen any other psychiatrists, psychologists.

Talk to my pastor, my assistant 



Q. What about over at Kaiser, have you 
seen anybody over there for stress-related 



illnesses? 



A, 



No. I made an appointment over there, 



but they were just so booked up they didn't take 
me. I felt pretty good over at the EAP. 

Q. Have you suffered from inability to 
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sleep or loss of sleep? 



A, 



A lot, a lot. Even now I don't sleep 



well. I may sleep 2, 3, 4 hours. 

Q. How many hours were you sleeping prior 
to the problems with Lieutenant Atcheson?

Probably 7 , 5 to 7 hours 



Q. Since Lieutenant Atcheson has left the 



ECU, how many hours do you sleep?
